L. CINNABARRINA put on C, Barbara Bill- 
ingsly gives a large flower, four to six inches 
across, laelia shape but cattleya size, of a 
beautiful cinnabar orange color, two to five 
flowers on a stem, blooming late winter to 
spring. Prices as follows:

The flowers are extra hard and leathery, from 
two to eight on a stem, blooming from August 
thru December.
